NEW YORK — (NEA) — If 


you could honestly judge a 
television series from its best- 
foot-forward pilot, then you 
could flatly state that the 
1967-68 season will be good 
news. 


But it must be remembered 


that, judging from pilots, last 
season's picks for viewing 
highlights were The Man Who 
Never Was and The Hero, 
both of which died in mid- 
season. 


When a producer makes a 


pilot, he is out to sell it. So 
time and care are taken, 
money is spent and the script, 
while somewhat confined by 
the necessity of introducing 
regular characters, is as good 
as it can be. 


When it is sold, time and 


money are budgeted and what 
follows is often below the pi- 
lot's standard. 


Twenty-six new shows will 


preview beginning Sept. 5, the 
week when ABC and CBS 
launch 
their 
new 
season. 


NBC's fall schedule begins 
Sept. 10. ABC has 11 new 
shows, NBC eight and CBS 
seven. Of these six are west- 
erns, six are situation come- 
dies, four are family adven- 
ture series, three are detec- 
tive, three are comedy-vari- 
ety, two are drama, one is a 
war series and one is an in- 
terview show.

North Vietnam torpedo boats, 
approved "all necessary steps, 
including the use of armed 
force" to prevent aggression in 
Southeast Asia, 


Whether Congress intended a 


war of the present scope- 
including bombing North Viet- 
nam— was discussed in detail 
during hearings this month, 


The chairman said in an inter- 


view, he intended his proposal 
to be broader than the question 
of whether the Tonkin Gulf dec* 
laration still constitutes congres- 
sional support for Johnson on 
Vietnam. 


"We only used that as the 


most recent example of the kind 
of device the executive uses to 
act without the Congress," Ful* 
bright commented,.

Lt. Gen. Nguyen Van Thieu, for 
the first time. This had been 
widely publicized in advance. 


The My Tho area is heavily 


infested by guerrillas and the 
roads around it have been a spe- 
cial target of the Viet Cong re- 
cently.

On 
June 22 such an order was Is- 
sued covering new rentals of 
housing within a 3% mile radius 
of Andrews Air Force Base in 
nearby Maryland. Eight days 
later a similar order was Issued 
for a 7-mlle zone around Ft.

er major military installations. 


In effect the McNamara order 


said: "If you don't agree to rent 
to all races, you can't rent to 
any servicemen." 


A study of housing problems 


at 300 other military bases 
around the country was com- 
pleted Aug. 15 and the results 
are being analyzed. 


There are about 100,000 mili- 


tary personnel in the Washing- 
ton area and 52,000 of them are 
married. There is room for 
about 7,000 families on nine ma- 
jor installations. The rest must 
find off-base housing. 


Because most apartment own- 


ers close to military installa. 
tlons depend on renting to serv- 
icemen—and 
since transfers 


usually cause a turnover rate of 
one third a year— an off-limits 
order can be painful to the own- 
ers, 


"You'd be surprised how 


many are coming around," says 
Brig, Gen, William E, Ekman, 
housing coordinator for the met- 
ropolitan area. 


The military services have ac- 


cepted only open housing list* 
ings in a referral system in ef* 
feet since 1963, But never before 
has there been a ban against 
servicemen renting outside the 
referral system, 


Of the nationwide survey, Ek« 


man says: 


"There have been meetings 


(with owners and local officials) 
at 11 places throughout the 
country so far where it appears 
there might be problems, In 
most cases, local represents* 
tives have gotten together and 
have resolved the problems, In 
those where we can't persuade 
them to do something about it, 
we may have to impose sane?

Ballots received from Chrys- 


ler UAW members had 36,492 in 
favor of authorization and 1,532 
against. At Ford the margin is 
32,976 to 966. 


The UAW has disclosed no fig- 


ures on General Motors voting, 
but usually reliable sources re- 
port the margin there also is 
90<$lus per cent in favor of au- 
thorizing a strike, if negotiators 
deem one necessary.

Reds Execute 
a Hong Kong 
Comedian

HONG KONG (AP) - 
Hong 


Kong Chinese radio comedian 
Lam Bun died today, a day aft- 
er Communist terrorists turned 
him into a human torch, and a 
terrorist group boasted it had 
executed him for ridiculing Red 
rioters and agitators. 


Lam's murder was a warning 


to "others committing similar 
crimes," said Hong Kong Com- 
munist newspapers, quoting the 
"underground traitor-executing 
onslaught headquarters." 


Lam's brother was reported 


near death. The two men were 
riding in a car Thursday when 
terrorists, pretending to be 
highway workers, waved their 
car to a halt, threw in a bomb, 
then doused the brothers with 
gasoline and set them afire. 


Lam, who conducted a radio 


program of biting satire, was 
the third terrolst fatality wounded 
this week in the Britist colony on 
Red China's southern coast. A 
bomb killed two Chinese chil- 
dren Sunday. 


The government has offered 


separate rewards of $9,000 for 
information leading to the ar- 
rest and conviction of the ter- 
rorists Involved in either case. 
Lam's radio station added an 
$18,000 reward for his killers. 


Lam's wife and three small 


children were taken to a hideout 
under police guard. 


At the border, British Gurkha 


troops used tear gas for the sec* 
ond straight day to drive back 
Chinese mobs at the Man Kam 
To crossing point, The mobs 
tried twice to remove a wire
